Thus far the story cf freedom has concen­ 
trated on the long struggle for political rights 
— the legal form s of freedom . It is now tame 
to turn to the fight for economic justice, w ith­ 
o ut which personal liberty may be meaning­ 
less. Paradoxically, tim e has proved that real 
economic justice rarely comes w ithout political 
freedom . 
One name stands out in this story, that of 
K art Marx. Before him. however, came a long 
line of economists, hum anitarians and dream ­ 
ers who cried out against the excesses of un­ 
controlled early capitalism I*, was a tim e w hen 
little children worked 18 hours a day at dan­ 
gerous m achines and under the w orst of con­ 
ditions: w hen women hauled carts in coal 
nones; w hen the law was m ore concerned with 


crim es against property than against people. 
In Scotland, the m anufacturer Robert Owen 
set up a model factory-community at New 
Lanark. In France. Saint-Simon. Louis Blanc. 
Etienne Cabet. Joseph Proudhon and Charles 
Fourier proposed various schemes for curing 
Europe s economic ills. The word • socialism” 
— society's control over economic life— was 
coming into more and more use. 
Many of the economic reform plans were 
tried out in America, where num erous com­ 
m unistic utopias were springing up. based 
usually on religious ideas 
Owen founded a 
colony at New Harmony. Ind . in 1824 Follow­ 
ers of Cabet and Fourier also set up experi­ 
m ents. Most ended in early failure 
K arl Marx was born in 1818 in Treves, 


Prussia, the son of a legal official 
He aban­ 
doned the possibility cf a career as lawyer or 
professor to devote himself to what he con­ 
sidered to be social justice. Some of what he 
had to say was valid, some nonsense 
some 
pernicious He focused a new light on history, 
but it was to lead millions into darkness 
Marx had no use for the 
utopian socialists-’ 
who desired to work within democracy. This 
kind of socialism was bourgeois, middle class. 
But communism was a working-class move­ 
ment. With Friedrich Engels, son of a rich 
G erm an m anufacturer Marx joined what later 
became the Communist League 
In 1848 he
